I t was a little audacio us if no t heartless

C o n g r e s s m a n “ S un s e t ” Co x is dying at 
his ho me in New Y o rk. 
IBs disease is de­ 
scribed by o ne paper as perito nitis and by 
ano ther as pneumo nia. 
There appears to be 
no ho pe fo r him amo ng the physicians, tho ugh 
he keeps up co urage and is making a valiant 
fight fo r life. 
If Mr. Co x survives till the 
80th inst. he will co mplete his 65th year. He 
has served almo st co ntinuo usly in Co ngress 
since 1856, when he was first elected fro m an 
Ohio district. 
He remo ved to New Y o rk in 
1865, and was o ut o f Co ngress fo r two terms 
in co nsequence; he was also o nce defeated as 
Co ngressman at large by Lyman Trem ain, 
but the death o f Jam es Bro o ks bro ught him 
into the same Co ngress fo r part o f a term ; lie 
was also absent fro m his po st to r a sho rt 
time 
as 
Minister 
to 
Turkey. 
This 
absence caused his resignatio n fro m the 49th 
Co ngress, bqt he returned in time to he re­ 
elected to the same Co ngress to fill the va­ 
cancy caused by the resignatio n o f Jo seph 
Pulitzer, 
llis reco rd thus includes sixteen 
electio ns to Co ngress, o ne defeat, and an in- 
terrcgum o f fo ur years, caused by his re­ 
mo val fro m Ohio . 
His life has been a very 
active o ne, a great po rtio n o f it being devo ted 
to literary and platfo rm wo rk. 
His health 
has never been ro bust, and he has suffered 
many attacks o f illness. 
His death will be 
the fifth in the lists o f the present Co ngress, 
tho se who have preceded him in go ing “ o ver 
to the m ajo rity” having been Burnes o f Mis­ 
so uri, To wnshend o f Illino is, Gay o f Lo uis­ 
ian and Laird o f Nebraska. 
Mr. N utting 
o f the Oswego (N. Y.) district is also ho pe­ 
lessly ill, anil may never resume his seat in 
Co ngress., This fatality preceding a first ses­ 
sio n is unprecedented.

Nearly 
o ne-half o f the Island east o f the iro n piers 
is submerged, and the high tide and heavy 
surf are playing havo c with the remaining 
p irtio n, 
The gtratt'st tide that has ever 
been experienced struck the Island at 6 
o 'clo ck this mo rning and increased in vo lume 
find fury lo ng past So clo ck. 
Co nsternatio n 
reigned supreme everywhere. 
There is no t 
a strip o f beach to he seen o n the Island. 
M ater is po uring in vo lumes underneath the 
Manhattan Ho tel. 
The flo wer beds are in­ 
undated nearly a fo o t. 
All the lamp po sts 
which bo rdered the path next to the sea have 
been to rn fro m their fo undatio n» and bent 
and bro ken as if they wcie straws and dashed 
against the ho tel piazza. 
The co ncrete walk directly in fro nt o f the 
big building has lxen undermined and to rn 
away, and every breaker carre s to ns upo n 
to ns o f water beneath the building. It lo o ked 
to -day as if it was do o med. 
The hulk-head 
lias been to m up and rent asunder. 
The cel­ 
lar o f the ho tel at 7 o ’clo ck was filled with 
water three feet deep and it was still po uring 
in. 
1 he little strip o f land between Brighto n 
and Manhattan has been eaten away and the 
o cean and Canatsie Bay is co nnected by fully 
five feet o t water, extending to Shecpshe&J. 
The Manhattan and Oriental Ho tels stand by 
themselves o n a iittic island that is last be­ 
ing eaten dp. 
The mammo th bathing pavilio n belo nging 
to M anhattan Beach is being beaten do wn 
by the thundering waves. 
Tne o ld marine 
railway structure was carried away early to ­ 
day 
and was taken 
with a crash o ver 
[lie new m arine railway, 800 feet inland carry­ 
ing the latter away bo dily and o verturning 
and smashing cars like kindling wo o d. 
The 
o ld Brighto n Beach bathing pavilio n fo llo wed 
it with a deafening crash and the driflwbo ll 
carried with lightning Rapidity and herculean 
fo rce against the new bath ho use, tearing 
away a part o f the railway statio n and fears 
are entertained 
fo r ‘ its 
safety.

All alo ng the line ho uses were upside do wn, 
chans, bo o ths, driftwo o d, co ncrete pave­ 
ment, piles o f ro cks were all strewn in co n­ 
glo merate masses until it gave the impressio n 
that ano ther Jo hnsto wn flo o d had co me. The 
first great wave made its appearance at 6 
o ’clo ck to -day. 
The wind was blo wing a hurricane o ff 
sho re, and as far as the eyes co uld reach the 
sea was lashed into fo ifm. 
As the mo rning 
advanced the wind increased. 
Fo llo wing 
the first great tidal wave the gigantic waves 
catne ro lling in in rapid successio n with a 
crashing and hissing no ise which so unded as 
tho ugh the waves struck 
o n red-ho t iro n. 
Manhattan Bench Ho tel is flo o ded to the 
do o rs, and the o ccupants are unable to have. 
The guests o f the Oriental are impriso ned in 
the same way. 
Tiie West End Ho tel is en­ 
tirely submerged. 
Perso ns at that end o f the 
island arc co nsiderably frightened. 
At So uth Beach, Staten Island, the high 
water has wrecked a num ber o f buildings. 
At Far Ro ckaway this mo rning many o f the 
waves were 20 feet high and scattered every­ 
thing in their path. 
The Brighto n Beach ho tel is surro unded 
by o ver two feet o f water, which extends as 
far as Canarsie Bay. 
Fully 100 feet o f the 
lawn in fro nt o f the ho tel has been eaten 
away since last night, and fro m indicatio ns 
early to -day it will all be go ne befo re night. 
The Brighto n Beach Railro ad is submerged. 
No tiains are tunning. 
The waves dashed 
against the Seidlo music stand, each wave 
tearing awav great chunks o f it at every 
burst. 
There is no land between it and the 
sea, and the mo untaino us waves thundered 
and crashed against it free o f o bstructio n. 
All effo rts to save the structure have been 
abando ned. The little Children’s So ciety co t­ 
tage, near the music stand was to ppling early 
to -day. 
The ho uses at W ave Crest Po int are co m­ 
pletely surro unded by water. 
The Ocean 
Crest Ho tel, fully 4,000 feet fro m the sea 
and hitheito suppo sed to lie safe fro m the 
highest tide, is no w o n the edge o f a m inia­ 
ture o cean. 
Many bath ho uses have been 
swept away. 
The Signal Service o bserver says the cy­ 
clo ne, who se effects New-Yo rk is at present 
feeling, o riginated in the W est Indies six 
days ago and then drifted o ut to sea.

it has flo ated abo ut uutil no w it is supppo sed 
to be abo ut 1,000 miles o ut in the o cean. 
The centre o f this cyclo ne is o ff Cape Hat- 
teras, and is mo ving slo wly in a no rth-easter­ 
ly directio n acco mpanied by rain.

C o n g re s s m a n “ S u n s e t ” C o x is dying a t 
bis hom e in New Y ork. 
H is disease is de­ 
scribed by one paper as peritonitis and by 
another as pneum onia. 
T here appears to be 
no hope for him am ong the physicians, though 
he keeps up courage and is m aking a valiant 
fight for life. 
If Mr. Cox survives till the 
30th iusl. lie will com plete his 65th year. He 
has served alm ost continuously in Congress 
since 1856, w hen he was first elected from an 
Ohio district. 
H e removed to N ew Y ork in 
1865, and was out of Congress for two term s 
in consequence; lie was also once defeated as 
Congressm an at large by Lym an Trem ain, 
hut the death of Jam es Brooks brought him 
into the sam e Congress for part of a term ; he 
was also absent from his post tor a short 
tim e 
as 
M inister 
to 
T urkey. 
This 
absence caused his resignation from the 49th 
Congress, hq t he returned in tim e to he re­ 
elected to the sam e Cougress to till the v a­ 
cancy caused by the resignation of Joseph 
Pulitzer. 
H is record thus includes sixteen 
elections to Cougress, one defeat, and an in­ 
terregna! of four years, caused by his re 
moval from Ohio. 
His life has been a very 
active one, a great portion of it being devoted 
to literary and platforni w ork. 
His health 
lias never been robust, and h e -h a s suffered 
m any attacks of illness. 
His death will he 
the fifth iu the lists of the present Congress, 
those w ho have preceded him in going “ over 
to the m ajority” having been Burnes of Mis­ 
souri.

p irtion. 
The g«nUiist tide that lias ever 
been experienced struck the Island at 6 
o'clock this m orning and increased in volum e 
And fu ry long past 8 o'clock. 
Consternation 
reigned suprem e everyw here. 
T here is not 
a strip «A beach to he seen ou the Island. 
W ater is pouring in volum es underneath the 
M anhattan Hotel. 
T he flower beds are in­ 
undated nearly a foot. 
All 
the lam p posts 
w hich bordered the path next to the sea have 
been torn from their foundations anti bent 
and broken as if they well) straw s and dashed 
against the hotel piazza. 
T h e concrete walk directly in front of the 
big building has lieen underm ined and torn 
aw ay, and every breaker carri. s tons upon 
tons of w ater beneath the building. It looked 
to-day as if it was doom ed. 
T he bulk head 
lias been tom up and rent asunder. 
The col­ 
ar of the hotel at 7 o’clock was filled with 
w ater three feet deep and it was still pouring 
in. T h e little strip of land between Brighton 
iml M anhattan has lieen eaten away and the 
ocean and CanaAsie Bay is connected by fully 
five feet ot water, extending to Shecpshefid. 
T he M anhattan and Oriental Hotels stand by 
them selves on a little island that is last be- 
í eaten ftp. 
i'ue m am m oth bathing pavilion belonging 
M anhattan Beach is being beaten dow n 
by the thundering waves. 
T ne old m arine 
railw ay structure was carried aw ay early to ­ 
day 
and was taken with a crash 
over 
the new m arine railw ay, 300 feet inland carry - 
the latter aw ay bodily and overturning 
and sm ashing cars like kindling wood. 
T he 
old B righton Beach bathing pavilion followed 
it w ith a deafening crash am! the driftw ood 
■arried w ith lightning Rapidity and herculean 
force against the new bath house, tearing 
aw ay a part of the railw ay station and fears 
are 
entertained 
for ’ its 
safety. 
T he 
n tie 
engine-house 
beneath 
the 
sta­ 
tion 
is 
covered

roof w ith water. 
T he race course was two 
feet deep w ith m uddy w ater, and the jockeys 
and stablem en were panic-stricken. 
R ea m ’s 
H otel is surrounded by w ater. 
The surf has 
reached Booder’s H otel, w hich was consid- 
red by the proprietor at the beginning of 
the season as being too far back from the sea. 
The entire concourse is inundated and the 
pavem ent torn up. 
T he m ain road by the 
C oncourse is subm erged, and every street 
w ithin 5,000 feet of the beach form erly is 
flooded. 
T he flooring of the old iron pier at

Men stood by and w atched the liiss- 
ng waves lift up their booths anti dash them 
to pieces. 
Fences have been torn dow n, 
part o f them taken out to sea and the rost 
dashed by the boiling su rf in every direct on. 
All along the line houses w ere upside dow n, 
chairs, 
booths, driftw ood, concrete pave- 
m ent, piles of rocks were all strew n in con­ 
glom erate masses until it gave the impression 
that another Johnstow n Hood had come. T he 
first great wave m ade its appearance at 6 
o ’clock to-day. 
T h e w ind was blow ing a hurricane off 
shore, and as far as the eyes could rencli the 
sea was lashed into fo.tm. 
As the m orning 
advanced the wind increased. 
Follow ing 
the first great tidal wave the gigantic waves 
cam e rolling in in rapid succession witli a 
crashing and hissing noise which sounded as 
though the waves stru ck 
on red-hot iron. 
M anhattan Beach Hotel is flooded to the 
doors, and the occupants are unable to h ave. 
T he guests of the Oriental are im prisoned in 
the sam e way. 
T he W est End Hotel is en­ 
tirely subm erged. 
Persons at that end of the 
island are considerably frightened. 
A t South Beach, Staten Island, the high 
w ater has w recked a num ber of buildings. 
A t F a r Rockaw ay this m orning many of the 
w aves w ere 20 feet high and scattered every­ 
th in g in their path. 
T h e Brighton Beach hotel is surrounded 
by over tw o feet of w ater, w hich extends as 
far as Cnaarsie B ay. 
F ully 100 feet of the 
law n in front of the hotel has been eaten 
aw ay since last night, and from indications 
early to-day it will all he gone before night. 
T h e B righton Beach Railroad is subm erged. 
N o trains are iim ning. 
T he waves dashed 
against the Seidlo m usic stand, each wave 
tearing aw av great chunks of it at every 
burst. 
T here is no land between it and the 
sea, and tlie m ountainous waves thundered 
ami crashed against it free of obstruction. 
A ll efforts to save the structure have been 
abandoned. T he little C hildren’s Society cot­ 
tage, near the m usic stand was toppling early 
to-day. 
T h e houses at W ave Crest P oint are com ­ 
pletely surrounded liy w ater. 
T he Ocean 
C rest H otel, fully 4,000 feet from the sea 
and hitheito supposed to be safe from the 
highest tide, is now on the edge of a m inia­ 
tu re ocean. 
M any hath houses have been 
sw ept away. 
T h e Signal Service observer says the cy 
clone, whose effects N ew -Y ork is at present 
feeling, originated in the W est Indies six 
days ago and then drifted out to sea. 
There 
it has floated about until now it is suppposed 
to be about 1,000 miles out in the ocean. 
T h e centre of this cyclone is off Cape H ut­ 
to ras, and is m oving slow ly in a north-easter 
ly direction accom panied by rain.

As it did not concede in any of 
its tables, however, a larger membership of 
the House than the present, we think the cal 
dilutions are worthless further than to show 
that it is impossible to make any apportion 
ment without a decided Republican gain. W 
predict that the nex t House will be consider 
ably larger than the present, for the simple 
reason that the maintenance of the House at 
its present size would cause a loss of mem 
bership in some of the largest and most im 
portant states. 
Thus New York and Ken 
tucky would lose two each, and Illinois, Penn 
svlvania, 
Ohio, 
Indiana, 
Massachusetts 
Iowa. Maine and South Carolina one each 
As tliese states east about 163 votes or an 
actual majority iD the House, and as they 
will be aided by other states like Missouri, 
Wisconsin, Tex as, California, Michigan and 
Tennessee, nil ambitious of an increase, it is 
probable that-a number of members will be 
fix ed upon which will al'ow the larger states 
to retain their present numbers. 
The present membership of New York is 
34. 
If its population is 6,251,9 31, as given in 
the table, its ratio for 34 members will be 
180,9 39 . 
The same ratio applied to the en­ 
tire population of the states, 63,689 ,458, 
would give a house of 352 members.

The only states that gain by this appor- 
portionment are Pennsylvania, W isconsin, 
Missouri, Tex ast, Tennessee and California.

have shown either a doubtful or Republican 
character long before 189 2. 


PA Y1 NG OFF THE DEBT. 


The National debt is not as bad as has been 
reported.* The monthly debt statement. Sec­ 
retary Windom informs the country, is mis­ 
leading. 
W hile it shows an indebtedness, 
less cash in the treasury, of nearly $ 1,100,- 
000,000, and while without the deduction of 
cash it is apparently swelled to $1,637,651,- 
101 without including $8,175,062 interest, the 
Secretary states that the actual debt, the real 
debt which the country owes and on which it 
is paying interest, and also including that on 
which interest has ceased since maturity, was 
only $875,478,807 on the 1st inst. 
So the na­ 
tion owes only half of its 
reporte# in 
debtedness. 
It 
is 
to 
be 
hoped 
that 
the 
Secretary 
will 
be 
able 
to invent a statement which will set forth this 
truth a little more clearly. 
The present 
statement includes as indebtedness legal ten 
der notes, certificates of deposit, fractional 
currency and gold and silver certificates, all 
of which are supposed to be doing duty as a 
circulating medium among the people, and 
on which there is no interest charge. 
These 
'terns amount lo $762.172,29 4, or nearly one- 
half the stated debt. 
Of course the govern­ 
ment stands pledged to redeem them on ap­ 
plication, and holds a large reserve in the 
Treasury for that purpose, but they are never 
presented until worn out and unfit for fur­ 
ther circulation, when new issues are substi­ 
tuted for them. 
Mr. W indom’s statement is likely to dis­ 
turb those Democrats who have lieen claim 
ing greater success for the Cleveland admin 
istration in debt paying than the present one 
is able to show. 
The Secretary shows that 
while, during the months of J uly aud Au­ 
gust, 1888, the actual debt was reduced $7,- 
051,270, he succeeded in reducing it during 
the last two months $20,9 10,180. 
Of still 
more importance is the difference in the re­ 
duction of the annual interest charge, which 
amounted to $29 1,301 during Cleveland’s two 
months, and to $875,685 during the last two. 
Mr. Windom is eutling down the interest 
charge at the rate of about $5,260,000 a year. 
Mr. Windom was placed at a disadvantage 
in the ex hibit by the fact that Congress 
closed earl}’ this year and h a i all its appro­ 
priations passed before the 4th of March, 
whereas in 188* it kept in session till Octo­ 
ber and did not pass the appropriations till 
after the beginning of the fiscal year. 
As 
Mr. Windom had the money on hand he dis­ 
bursed it, while Mr. Fairchild had to wait 
long af'er the months of J ul}' and August 
had passed. 
This money is now in the hands 
of the disbursing agents, and is not counted 
as cash in the Treasury. 
But this condition 
is much more satisfactory to the creditors 
aud employes of the government than was 
that of last year. 
The chief interest of the people in the debt 
question is in seeing the real debt and the 
interest rate go down. 
This is taking place 
under Mr. Windom in a very satisfactory 
manner. 


TH E PUBLIC DEBT REDUCED. 


T w e nty M illions l ’a id in J u ly a nd A ugust 
—T h e M onth ly S ta te m e nts M is le a ding. 
W a s h i n gt on , Sept. 9 — Referring to cer 
tain newspaper statements that in the months 
of J uly and August of this year the public 
debt had been increased over $7,000,000, 
while during the sifme months in 1*8S the 
debt had been decreased over $11,000,000, 
Secretary Windom to-day said : 
These statements convey an entirely erro­ 
neous impression. 
The fact is, as shown hv 
the books of the Treasury, that on J une 30, 
189 9 , the total amount of the public debt in­ 
cluding bonds of all kinds, w a s$89 6,388,9 87, 
and on August 31 it was only $875,478,807. 
showing a reduction of $20,9 10,180 in those 
two months. 
The reduction for the same 
months of last year was only about one-third 
of that amout, viz.: $7,051,270. 
The reduc­ 
tion of the annual interest charge on the 
public debt in J uly and August, 1888, was 
only $29 1,301.10, while the reduction of the 
annual interest charge in the same months 
this year was $875,685, being a little more 
than three times as great a reduction as that 
of last year. 
In fact, the reduction of annual 
interest on the public debt in the last two 
months has been equalled by only a few per­ 
iods in the country’s history, notably in 
President Garfield’s Administration, in the 
first six months of which the annual interest 
charge was reduced $15,347,872. 
The erroneous newspaper conclusion,above 
referred to, arose doubtless from the peculiar 
form of the monthly statement of the public 
debt issued by this Department, in which the 
amouut of the debt is given “ less cash in the 
Treasury.” 
By this form, any increase of 
of 
the 
cash 
in 
the 
Treasury 
shows 
an apparent decrease of the debt; and dis­ 
bursements for any 
purpose, 
other than 
the purchase of bonds at par value, show an 
apparent increase of the public debt, equal to 
the amount of such disbursements. 
For 
instance, if the public debt were stated to­ 
day at “ $800,000,000, less cash in tha Treas­ 
ury,” and to-morrow $10,000,000 should he 
paid out on warrants drawn by the other De­ 
partments, the amount of the public debt, 
less cash in the Treasury, would he stated to­ 
morrow (assuming no receipts) at $810,000,- 
000; notwithstanding the fact that the entire 
$10,000,000 so drawn out may still he in the 
hands of the bonded disbursing officers of 
the other Departments, and to all intents and 
purposes as much the money of the Govern 
ment as if it were in the vaults of the Treasury. 
The tacts during the last two months ex ­ 
actly correspond to this supposed case; and 
though the actual reduction of the debt was 
$20,9 10,180, the "debt statement” showed 
an apparent 
increase of $7,09 4,003. 
Tlx 
increase of disbursements made in J uly and 
August this year,over J uly and Aug ust,1888, 
is accounted for by the fact that the most of 
the appropriation hills were not passed in 
1888 until September and October, and the 
money was not available, ex cept to such 
limited amounts as were permitted by the 
"continuance resolutions” 
of 
Congress; 
while in 1889 , the appropriations for the en 
tire year were available on J uly 1. 
Nearly 
all of the Departments drew in J uly and Au­ 
gust, and placed in the hands of their bonded 
disbursing officers, sums for 
future use 
largely in ex cess of the ex penditures for 
those mouths. 
One of them will have hal 
ances on hand from such drafts of $5,000,000 
after the September payments shall have 
been made. 
The largely increased purchases of bonds 
for the sinking fund in the last two months 
over the corresponding months of last year 
show an increase in the premium paid of 
$2,575,9 26.43. 
All these things figure in the 
last “ debt statem ent” as an increase in the 
public debt, while in reality they have noth­ 
ing to do with it. 
I can readily see how 
an honest 
misapprehension 
may 
arise 
from 
the 
torm 
of 
the 
monthly 
statement, and therefore have taken the 
trouble to make this ex planation. 
¡Similar 
apparent additions to the public debt are 
quite common. 
For instance, in March, 
1885, the apparent increase was $89 ,256; in 
November, 1885, it was $4,887,000; in N o­ 
vember, 1887, $1,49 0,000; in 
November, 
1888, $11,19 9 ,817, and in February, 1889 , 
$6,4-43,344.

The National debt is not as bad as has been 
reported.* The monthly debt statement. Sec­ 
retary W indom informs the country, is mis­ 
leading. 
W hile it shows an indebtedness, 
less rash lo the treasury, of nearly $1,IOO,- 
OOO,OOO. aud while without the deduction of 
cash it is apparently swelled to $1,637,651,- 
JOI without Including $8,175,062 Interest, the 
Secretary states that the actual debt, tile real 
debt which the country owes and on which it 
is paying interest, and also Including that on 
which interest lins ceased since m aturity, was 
only $8*5,478,807 on the 1st inst. 
So the na 
tion owes only half of its 
reported in 
debt ed netts. 
It 
is 
to 
lie 
hoped 
that 
the 
Secretary 
will 
lie 
able 
to invent a statement which w ill set forth this 
truth a little more clearly. 
The present 
statement includes as indebtedness legal ten 
der notes, certificates of deposit, frictional 
currency and gold and silver certificates, all 
of which arc supposed to be doing duty as a 
circulating medium among the people, and 
on which there is no interest charge. 
These 


'te rn s am ount lo $769,172,294, or nearly onc- 
half the stated debt. 
Of course the govern 
ment stands pledged to redeem them on ap­ 
plication, ami Isolds ti large reserve in the 
Treasury for that purpose, but they are never 
presented until worn out and unfit for fur­ 
ther circulation. when new issues are subs'.i 
t Red for them. 
Mr. W indom 's statement is likely to dis 
turb those Democrats w ho have been claim 
ing greater success for the Cleveland admin 
ignition in debt paying than the present one 
bt able to show. 
The Secretary shows that 
w hile, during the months of Ju ly aud A u­ 
gust, INNS, the actual debt was reduced $1 
(151,970, he succeeded in reducing it during 
the last two m onths $20,910,180, 
Of still 
more im portance is the difference in the re­ 
duction of the annual interim charge, w hich 
amounted to $‘291,301 during Cleveland’s two 
months, and to $873,6*5 during the last two. 
Mr 
Windom is cutting down the interest 
charge at the rate of nitwit $5,260,000 a year. 
Mr W indom was placed at a disadvantage 
in (lie exhibit by the fact that Congress 
closed early this year ami Ila I all its appro­ 
priations p.i»ed before the 4th of March, 
whereas in I*"* it kept in session till Octo­ 
ber and did not pass tile appropriations till 
after the beginning of the fiscal year. 
As 
Mr. Win lorn had the money on hand he ili*- 
hursts! it. while Mr 
Fairchild had to wait 
long af'er the months of Ju ly ami August 
had passed. 
Tills money is now in Hie hands 
of Hie disbursing agents, and is not counted 
as ea*h in the Treasure. 
Hut this condition 
is much more satisfactory to the creditors 
and employes of the government than was 
that (if hist year. 
The chief interest of the people in the debt 
question is in seeing tile real debt and the 
interest rate go down. 
Tills is taking place 
under Mr. Windom in a very satisfactory 
manner.

T w e n ty M illio n * P a id in J u ly an il A u g u st 
—Tim M o n th ly s ta te m e n t* M i»le»<lInn. 
W ashington. Sept. 9— Referring to cer 
tain newspaper statement* that in the month* 
of July and August of this year the public 
debt bad been increased over $?,00(l,00o 
while during the sifinc mouth- in IWN th 
d c k had Is en decreased over $11,ISS),(ASI, 
Secretary W indom today said : 
These statement* convey an entirely erro 
MOU* impression. 
The fact i*. a* show n by 
the book* of the Treasury, that on June 80, 
1**9, the total amount of the public debt in 
eluding ls>nd* of all kind*, Was $*96.3*8.987, 
and s a August ’I it was only $673,476 807 
showing a reduction of $20,910,18(1 in those 
two months. 
T he reduction for the same 
mouth* of Ja*t year wa* only about one third 
of that amout, viz.: $7,051,270. 
The reduc­ 
tion of the annual interest charge on the 
public debt in July and August, 1888, wa* 
only $391,301.10, while the reductitMi of the 
annual interest charge in the same months 
this year wa* $875 ,685, being a little more 
than three times a* great a reduction as that 
of lust year. 
In fact, the reduction of annual 
interest on the public debt in the last two 
mouths has lieen (-(plaited by only a few per 
iod* in the country’s history, notably in 
President Garfield’* Administration, iii the 
first six months of which the annual interest 
charge wa* reduced $15,347,872 
The erroneous newspaper conclusion,alxive 
referred to, arose (iou lit Ie** from the |ieculiar 
form of the m onthly statement of the public 
debt issued by this Department, in which tile 
amount of the debt i* given ’’ ie*.* cash in the 
Treasury.’’ 
By this form, any increase of 
of 
the

shows 
an apparent decrease of the debt; and dis 
lairsements for any 
purpose, 
other than 
the purchase of Uinds at par value, show an 
apparent increase of the public debt, equal to 
the amount of such disbursements.

day at ’* 680U,00<1.(WO, Ie** cosh in the Train 
ury.” and to-morrow $10,000,000 should lie 
paid out on warrants drawn by the oilier De­ 
partments, (he amount of tile public debt, 
less cash in the Treasury, would la* staled to­ 
morrow (assum ing no receipts) at $810,000, 
OOO; notwithstanding the fact tiiat the entire 
$10,000,000 sn draw ii out may still la* in the 
hand* of the bonded disbursing officers of 
the other Departments, urn! to all intents and 
purposes as much the money of the Govern 
ment as if it were in the vault* of the Treasury. 
The tacts during the last two m onths ex 
actly corresfiond to (Ids supposed case; and, 
though the actual reduction of the debt wa* 
$20,010,180, the "d e b t statem ent” showed 
an apparent 
increase of $7,094,003. 
The 
increase of disbursement* made in July and 
August this year,over July and August, 1K8M, 
is accounted for by the fact that the most of 
the appropriation hills were not passed in 
1888 until September and October, and the 
money was not available, except to such 
limited uinouDls as were permitted by the 
'continuance resolutions” 
of 
Congress; 
while in 1889, the Njipropriations for the en­ 
tire year were available on July I. 
Nearly 
all of the Departments drew in July aud Au 
gust, and placed in the hands of their bonded 
disbursing officers, sums for 
future use 
largely in excess of the expenditures for 
those mouths. 
One of them w ill have bal 
ances on hand from such drafts of $5,000,000 
after the Septem ber payments shall have 
been made. 
The largely increased purchase* of bonds 
for the sinking fund in the last two months 
over the corresponding months of lost year 
show an increase in the premium paid of 
$2,575,926.43. 
All these I Ii ing* figure iii the 
last ‘’ debt statem ent” a* .in increase in the 
public debt, while in reality tiny have nolle 
fog to do with it.

Himilar 
apparent additions to the public debt arc 
quite common.

1888, $11,199,817, aud in February, 1889, 
$6,443,344.

T he Press also presents some tables of ap 
portionment to show the effect upon Congress 
and the Electoral College of these changes of 
population. 
As it did not concede in any of 
its tables, however, a larger membership of 
the House than the present, w c think, the cal 
dilations arc worthless further than to show 
that it is impossible to make any apportion 
m ent without a decided Republican gain. W 
predict that the next House will be consider 
Ably larger than the present, for the simple 
reason that the maintenance of the House at 
its present size would cause a loss o f mem 
bcrship in some o f the largest and m ost im 
port ant states. 
T hus N ew York and Ken 
tucky would lose tw o each, and Illinois, Penn 
syl vania, 
Ohio, 
Indiana, 
Massachusetts 
Iowa. Maine and South Carolina one each 
A s tliesc states cast about 163 votes or an 
actual m ajority in the House, and as they 
w ill be aided by other states like Missouri 
W isconsin, Texas, California, M ichigan and 
Tennessee, ail ambitious o f an increase, it is 
probable that.a number o f members w ill be 
fixed upon which will al'ow the larger states 
to retain their present numbers. 
The present membership of N ew York is 
34. 
If its population is 6,251,931, as given in 
tbe table, its ratio for 34 members will be 
180,939. 
T be same ratio applied to the en­ 
tire population of the states, 63,689,458, 
w ould give a house of 352 members. 
This 
would give to the states named above the fo l­

T he only states that gain by this appor- 
porlionm ent are Pennsylvania, W isconsin, 
M issouri, Texas, Tennessee and California.

T here are larger gains, o f course, in states 
lik e Kansas, Nebraska, Minnesota and Ore­ 
gon . 
B ut these sm aller states are not af­ 
fected by the difference of a few thousnnd 
between a larger and a smaller ratio. 
It is probable that the next House w ill in ­ 
clude from 350 to 360 members, and that the 
ration w ill be about 18O|0p9. 
The gains arc 
largest in the new states, chiefly Republican, 
b u t they are not yet sufficient to enable that 
party to carry a Presidential election without 


the aid of one of the doubtful states. 
But 
the classification of the Press is wrong. 
It 
has no warrant for counting Connecticut, 
N ew Jersey, Virginia or even Missouri among 
the reliably Democratic states. 
T hey will 
have shown either a doubtful or Republican 
character long before 1892. 


PAYING OFF THE DEBT. 


Tbe National debt is notas bad as has been 
reported.* The monthly debt statement. Sec­ 
retary W indom informs the country, is mis­ 
leading. 
W hile it shows an indebtedness, 
less cash in the treasury, of nearly $1, 100,- 
000,000, and while without the deduction of 
cash it is apparently swelled to $1.637,651,- 
101 without including $8,175,062 interest, tbe 
Secretary states that the actual debt, the real 
debt which the country owes and on w hich it 
is paying interest, and also including that on 
which interest has ceased since m aturity, was 
only $875,478,807 on the 1st inst. 
So the na­ 
tion owes only half of its 
reporter? in 
debtedness. 
It 
is 
to 
be 
hoped 
that 
tbe 
Secretary 
will 
be 
able 
to invent a statement which will set forth this 
truth a little more clearly. 
The present 
statement includes as indebtedness legal ten 
tier notes, certificates of deposit, fractional 
currency and gold and silver certificates, all 
of which are supposed to be doing duty as a 
circulating medium among the people, and 
on which there is no interest charge. 
These 
•terns amount to $762,172,294, or Dearly od c- 
half the stated debt. 
Of course the govern­ 
ment stands pledged to redeem them on ap 
plication, and holds a large reserve in the 
Treasury for that purpose, but they are never 
presented until worn out and unfit for fur­ 
ther circulation, when new issues are substi­ 
tuted for them. 
Mr. W indom ’s statement is likely to dis­ 
turb those Democrats who have lieen claim 
ing greater success for the Cleveland admin 
istration in debt paying than the present one 
is able to show. 
The Secretary show s that 
while, during the months of July aud A u 
gust, 1888, the actual debt was reduced $7,- 
051,270, he succeeded in reducing it during 
the last two months $20,910,180, 
O f still 
more importance is the difference in the re­ 
duction of the annual interest charge, w hich 
amounted to $291,301 during C leveland’s two 
months, and to $875,685 during the last two. 
Mr. W indom is cutting down the interest 
charge at the rate of about $5,260,000 a year. 
Mr. W indom was placed at a disadvantage 
in the exhibit by the fact that 
Congress 
closed early this year and ha4 all its appro 
priations passed before the 4th o f March, 
whereas in 1888 it kept in session till Octo­ 
ber and did not pass the appropriations till 
after the beginning of the fiscal year. 
As 
Mr. W indom had the money on hand lie dis­ 
bursed it. while Mr. Fairchild had to wait 
long after the months of July aud August 
had passed. 
This money is now in the hands 
of the disbursing agents, and is not counted 
as cash in the Treasurv. 
But this conditiou 
is much more satisfactory to the creditors 
and em ployes of the government than was 
that of last year. 
The chief interest of the people in the debt 
question is in seeing the real debt and the 
interest rate go down. 
This is taking place 
under Mr. W indom in a very satisfactory 
manner.

THE PUBLIC DEBT REDUCED. 


T w e n ty M illio n » P a id in J u ly a n d A u g u s t 
—T h e M o n th ly S ta te m e n t» M islt-a d iu g . 
W a s h i n g t o n , Sept. 9— Referring to cer 
lain newspaper statements that in the months 
of July and A ugust of this year the public 
debt had been increased over $7,000,(KM) 
while during the stfnie months in 1H88 the 
debt had been decreased over $11,000,000, 
Secretar}' W indom to-day said : 
These statements convey an entirely erro­ 
neous impression. 
The fact is, as show n by 
the books of tbe Treasurv, that on June 30 
1889, the total amount of the public debt ii 
eluding bonds of all kinds, was $806,388,98 
and on August 31 it was only $875,478,807 
show ing a reduction of $20,910,180 in those 
two months. 
T he reduction for tbe same 
months of last year was only about one-third 
of that amout, viz.: $7,051,270. 
The reduc 
lion of the annual interest charge on the 
public debt in July and August, 1888, was 
only $291,301.10, while the reduction of the 
annual interest charge in the same months 
this year was $875,685, being a little more 
than three tim es as great a reduction as that 
of lust year. 
In fact, ihe reduction of annual 
interest on the public debt in the last two 
months has been equalled by only a few per 
iods in the country’s history, 
notably in 
President Garfield’s Administration, in the 
first six months of which the annual interest 
charge was reduced $15,347,872. 
The erroneous oewspnper conclusion,above 
reierred to, arose doubtless from the peculiar 
form of the m onthly statement of the public 
debt issued by this Department, in w hich the 
amouut of the debt is given “ less cash in the 
Treasury.” 
By this form, any increase of 
of 
the 
cash 
in 
the 
Treasury 
shows 
an apparent decrease of the debt; and dis 
liursements for any 
purpose, 
other than 
the purchase of bonds at par value, show an 
apparent increase of the public debt, equal to 
the amount of such 
disbursements. 
For 
instance, if the public debt were stated to 
day at “ $800,000,000, less cash in the Treas 
ury.” and to-morrow $10,000,000 should lie 
paid out on warrants drawn by the other De 
partroents, the amount of the public debt 
less cash in the Treasury, would l>e slated to 
morrow (assum ing no receipts) at $«10,000, 
000; notwithstanding the fact that the entire 
$10,000,000 so drawn out may still lie in the 
hands of the bonded disbursing officers of 
tbe other Departments, and to all intents and 
purposes as much the money of the Govern­ 
ment as if it were in the vaults of the Treasury 
The tacts during the last two m onths ex 
aetly correspond to this supposed case; and 
though the actual reduction of the debt was 
$20,910,180, the "debt statem ent” showed 
an apparent 
increase of $7,094,003. 
The 
increase of disbursements made in July and 
A ugust this year.over July and A ugust, 1888 
is accounted for by the fact that the most of 
the appropriation bills were not passed in 
1888 until September and October, and the 
money was not available, except to such 
limited amounts as were permitted by the 
" continuance resolutions ” 
of 
Congress; 
while in 1889, the appropriations for the en­ 
tire year were available on July 1. 
Nearly 
all of the Departments drew in July and A u­ 
gust, and placed in the hands of their bonded 
disbursing officers, sums for 
future use 
largely in excess of the expenditures for 
those months. 
One of them will have bal­ 
ances on hand from such drafts of $5,000,000 
after the September payments shall Lave 
been made. 
The largely increased purchases of bonds 
for the sinking fund in the last tw o months 
over the corresponding mouths of last year 
show an increase in the premium paid of 
$2,575,926.43. 
A ll these things figure in the 
last “ debt statem ent” as an increase in the 
public debt, w hile in reality they have noth­ 
ing to do with it. 
I can reauily see how 
an 
honest 
misapprehension 
may 
arise 
from 
the 
form 
of 
the 
m onthly 
statement, 
and 
therefore have taken the 
trouble to make this explanation. 
Similar 
apparent additions to the public debt are 
quite common. 
For instance, 
in March, 
1885, tbe apparent increase was $89,256; in 
November, 1885, it was $4,887,000; in N o­ 
vember. 
1887, $1,490,000; in 
Novem ber, 
1888, $11,199,817, and in February, 1889, 
$6,443,344.

matter o f pasto ral wo rk, he claims that it can 
be do ne pro perly o nly by the minister him­ 
self who seeks to fo llo w up fro m week to week, 
in the families o f his co ngregatio n, the truth 
which he pro claims fro m his sacred desk. 
1 ne Rev. l)r. Hall, who has the largest Pres­ 
byterian church in New-Yo rk, and po ssibly 
the richest co ngregatio n in the Citv, is at 
present enjo ying a much needed rest, travel­ 
ing in the Old Wo rld. 
His letters, published 
in the Ma il a n d Exp ress, 
pro ve to his many 
admirers and numero us perso nal friends that 
his active brain is no t in a state o f repo se, 
and that bis facile pen is still making famo us 
the hard thinking and hard-wo rking man, 
who se sermo ns and lectures are listened to 
and enjo yed by such a large bo dy o f o ur 
peo ple. 
W bile I am o n the subject o f ministers and 
churches, I want to say a wo rd o r two abo ut 
Trinity Church and its Recto r, the Rev. Dr. 
Mo rgan Dix. 
I suppo se it is the mo st richly- 
endo wed church in the wo rld—certainly in 
the United Hta’es. 
Fro m the time it was 
first o rganized, in 1697, until no w, altho ugh 
it is in the midst o f a business center, fashio n 
having mo ved Upto wn, it has been the place 
o f wo rship o f much o t the 
crcme d e la creme 
o f New-Yo rk so ciety and lias never ceased 
to be o ne o f the centers o f fashio n. Fo r years 
the small farm in the very heart o f the o lder 
po rtio n o f the Citv, 
which the church 
acquired 
in 
early co lo nial 
days, 
has 
been in 
litigatio n,* the heirs o f the well- 
kno wn Anneke Jans having claimed it, with 
no success whatever. This tract o f gro und 
is no w in the richest part o f New-Yo rk, and 
to wering abo ve o ne o n every side are its num- 
ro us po ssessio ns, co nsisting o f dingy ware­ 
ho uses, aristo cratic-lo o king dwellings and di 
apidaicd tenement ho uses, all co ntributing to 
the eno irao us wealth o f Trinity Church, 
which is estimated at nearly $150,000,000. 
The Rev. Dr. Dix, its Recto r, is pro bably the 
mo st pro minent o f the Episco pal clergy o n 
Manhattan Island. 
His salary is no minally 
$12,000 a year, but this is very much in- 
reased by a handso me residence allo wed him 
in o ne o f tlie mo st fashio nable quarters o f 
the Citv. 
Add to this the large perquisites 
and valuable presents received by this ido l o f 
the chureli and so ciety and o ne can fo rm 
so me idea o f the inco me o f this ecclesiastical 
Prince. 
Iu stro ng co ntrast to all this is the life and 
ministry o f the Rev. Jo hn O. S. Hunting­ 
to n, so n o f Bisho p Huntingto n, o f the Epis 
co pal Dio cese o f Central No w-Yo rk. 
With 
an abundance o f natural talent, gifted with 
wo nderful po wers o f o rato ry, and po ssessed 
o f the mo st pleasing manners and address, it 
was evident to every o ne in the theo lo gical 
scho o l fro m which he was graduated that 
brilliant career in life was o pened to 
him and that in time he wo uld equal, 
and if po ssible even o utshine his talented 
father. 
But yo ung Huntingto n evinced fro m 
the very beginning o f his pro fessio nal career 
stro ng dislike fo r “ the po mps and vanities,” 
and instead o f securing a go o d charge fo r the 
exercise o f his ministerial gifts thro ugh the 
influence o f his revered father, he preferred 
wo rking in the highways and byways aud 
bringing so uls to the Cro ss who knew no thing 
o f a spiritual life and had never knelt at a 
mo ther’s knee. 
¡Syracuse was fo r several 
years the scene o f his ardent labo rs, and in 
that City the po o rest and humblest o f hu­ 
manity fairly wo rshipped him. 
He no t o nly 
preached to them and made them visitatio ns, 
jut he left his father’s ho me, the abo de o f 
his childho o d, and lived amo ng them, ado pt­ 
ing a mo st simple style o f dress, aud. living 
upo n the plainest fo o d, co o ked by his o wn 
hands in bis humble co ttage. 
He verily be­ 
lieved in mo rtifying the flesh. 
Several years 
go he decided to co me to New-Yo rk and 
co ntinue his missio nary wo rk in a mo re ex­ 
tensive field. 
He established himself in what 
is kno wn as the “ Five Po ints,” the po o rest 
and mo st squalid po rtio n o f the City, and 
here he has given up everything, ho me, fame, 
marriage, po sitio n, and bends all o f his en­ 
ergies and strength to the bringing o f stray 
lambs into the fo ld. 
His self-abnegatio n and 
denial o f every pleasure in life is almo st in­ 
credible in this luxurio us age, and rivals in 
every w a/ the lives o f so me o f the mo nks o f 
o ld.* Co mparatively speaking.be is still a 
very yo ung man, I sho uld say so mewhere be­ 
tween 85 and 40, but he has labo red mo st 
vigo ro usly in the Lo rd's vineyard, and saved 
mo re so uls fro m per litio u than the average 
minister o f a fashio nable church wo uld save 
in a do uble lifetime. 
But iu a measure be 
li is his co mpensatio n here o n earth, as he ex- 
rcises an unparalleled influence o ver the 
ro ugher element, by who m be is respected 
and belo ved and o beyed befo re all o thers. 
I Truly the reward that awaits such a o ne, who 
' has lend such a life o f self denial and lived 
up in every respect to the Master’s teaching, 
shall be veiy great.— Out is .

COLD IN HEAD. 


G u tis'1 writes to T iie F reem an from 
N ew-Y ofk City as follows : 
r T here 
« very strange feature of New- 
V oik life which w ould not have occurred to 
me so forcibly if it had not been suggested 
by a new comer, and that is the dearth of re­ 
ligious services in our City churches from the 
tirst part of Ju ly until the m iddle of Septem ­ 
ber. 
Puss along Fifth-avenue on any Sun­ 
day 
m ortling during the sum m er m onths 
•and one will find most of its tine churches 
locked and bolted, and a conspicuous lack of 
life in (heir im m ediate vicinity. 
Go a little 
fu rth er U ptown and church hells are seldom 
heard, while down in the Dowefy It would 
lake some little persuasion to Convince one 
that the Sabbath hud dome again. The Homan 
Catholics are the only denom ination whose 
services 
ate held continuously from one 
year se n d to the other, and from the large 
¡‘Hen',ance during the sum m er one would 
itardly realize that the larger portion of the 
congregation was supposed lo he absent from 
the City enjoying the ocean breeze or breath­ 
ing the pure fresh air of the m ountain slopes. 
5\ hat is the cause of this dearth of spiritual 
food and training? 
Is it because there is an 
unprofessional laxity am ong our clergy, or 
is 
it 
because 
the souls w hich arc left 
in 
the 
great 
M etropolis 
are 
not worth 
saving ? 
In most of oilr latge Episcopal 
churches the Hectors are allowed an assistant, 
and in m any cases several assistants—indeed 
I believe in old T rinity the Hev. Dr. Morgan 
Dix has the help of live or six co-laborers at 
a large annual salary, independent of manv 
perquisites. 
The Pastor of 
St. Thom as’ 
C hurch receive* a large salary, while his 
labors are lightened by the aid of several as­ 
sistants; and Grace C hurch, w here for many 
years the late Miss C atharine W olf w or­ 
shipped, and which was richly endowed bv 
her through llie efforts of B ishop Potter, who 
was its Hector for m any years, lias a liberal 
congregation, and several well-salaried clergy 
who are highly ponular am ong the ladies. 
A nd this is the case everyw here one turns; 
but still no sufficient provision seems to be 
m ade for w orshippers d uring (he sum m er 
m onths, 
Be it said to his credit. Dr. John 
H all for 20 years and m ore lias reigned su 
prem e in his Fifth Avenue Church, and has 
refused from time lo tim e an assistant. 
He 
argues that a miuistei- should he the sole 
teacher of his own congregation, w ith whose 
spiritual wants and requirem ents he alone 
is supposed to lie the best judge; while in the 
m atter of pastoral w ork, lie claim s that it can 
he done properly only by the m inister him ­ 
self w hoseekstofollow upfrom w eck to week, 
in the families of his congregation, the tru th 
w hich he proclaim s from his sacred desk. 
T ne Hev. l)r. H all, who has the largest P res­ 
byterian church in N ew -Y ork, aud possibly 
the richest congregation in the Citv, is at 
present enjoying a much needed rest, travel­ 
ing in the Old W orld. 
His letters, published 
in the M ail and Express, prove to his many 
adm irers and num erous personal friends that 
his active brain is not in a state of repose, 
and that his facile pen is still m aking fam ous 
the hard thinking and hard-w orking m an, 
whose sermons and lectures are listened to 
and enjoyed by such a large liody of our 
people. 
W hile I am on the subject of m inisters and 
churches, I w ant to say a word or two about 
T rinity Church and its Hector, the Rev. Dr. 
M organ Dix. 
I suppose it is the most richly- 
endow ed church in the w orld—certainly in 
the U nited Stifles. 
F rom the tim e it was 
first organized, in 1697, until now, although 
it is iu the midst of a business center, fashion 
having m oved Uptow n, it has been the place 
of worship of m uch of the crane dc la cremc 
of N ew-Y ork society and has never ceased 
to lie one of the centers of fashion. F o r years 
the small farm in tlm very heart of the older 
portion of the Citv, 
w hich the 
church 
acquired 
in 
early 
colonial 
days, 
has 
been 
in 
litigation, 
the heirs of the well 
know n Anneke Jans having claim ed it, with 
no success whatever. 
T his tract of ground 
is now in the richest part of N ew -Y ork, and 
tow ering above one on every side are its num ­ 
erous possessions, consisting of dingy w are­ 
houses, aristocratic-lookiug dw ellings and d i­ 
lapidated tenem ent houses, all contributing to 
the enotm ous w ealth of T rin ity Church, 
which is estimated at nearly $150,000,000. 
T he Hev. Dr. Dix, its Hector, is probably the 
most prom inent of the Episcopal clergy on 
M anhattan Island. 
His salary is nom inally 
$12,000 a year, but this is very m uch in­ 
creased by a handsome residence allowed him 
in one of the most fashionable quarters of 
the C ity. 
A dd to this the large perquisites 
and valuable presents received by this idol of 
the church and society and one can form 
some idea of the income of this ecclesiastical 
Prince. 
In strong contrast to all this is the life and 
m inistry of the Hev. Jo h n O. S. H unting­ 
ton, son of Bishop H untington, of the Epis 
copal Diocese of Central N ew -Y ork. 
W ith 
an abundance of natural talent, gifted with 
w onderful powers of oratory, and possessed 
of the most pleasing m anners and address, it 
was evident to every one in the theological 
school from w hich he was graduated that 
a brilliant career in life was opened to 
him and that in tim e he would equal, 
and if possible even outshine his talented 
father. 
B ut young H untington evinced from 
the very beginning of his professional career 
a strong dislike for “ the pom ps and vanities,” 
and instead of securing a good charge for the 
exercise of his m inisterial gifts through the 
influence of his revered father, lie preferred 
w orking in the highw ays and byways aud 
bringing souls to the Cross who knew nothing 
of a spiritual life and had never knelt a ta 
m other’s knee. 
Syracuse was for several 
years the scene of his ardent labors, and in 
that City the poorest and hum blest of h u ­ 
m anity fairly w orshipped him . 
He not only 
preached to them and m ade them visitations, 
but he left his father's hom e, the abode of 
his childhood, and lived am ong them , adopt­ 
ing a most simple style of drees, and. living 
upon the plainest food, cooked by his own 
hands in his hum ble cottage. 
H e verily be­ 
lieved in m ortifying the flesh. 
Several years 
ago he decided to come to N ew -Y ork and 
continue bis m issionary w ork in a more ex­ 
tensive field. 
He established him self in w hat 
is know u as the “ Five P oints,” the poorest 
and m ost squalid portion of the City, and 
here he has given up everything, home, fame, 
m arriage, position, and bonds all of bis en­ 
ergies and strength to the bringing of stray 
lam bs into toe fold. 
H is self-abnegation and 
denial of every pleasure in life is alm ost in ­ 
credible iu this luxurious age, and rivals in 
every w a / the lives of some of the m onks of 
old. 
Com paratively speaking, lie is still a 
very young man, I should say somewhere be­ 
tw een 85 and 40, but he has labored most 
vigorously in the Lord's vineyard, and saved 
m ore souls from per litiou than the average 
m inister of a fashionable church w ould save 
in a double lifetim e. 
B ut iu a m easure be 
li is bis compensation here on earth, as tie ex­ 
orcises an unparalleled influence over the 
rougher element, by whom be is respected 
and beloved and obeyed before all others. 
! T ruly the rew ard that aw aits such a one, who 
has lead such a life of self denial and lived 
up in every respect to the M aster’s teaching, 
shall be very great.— O u t is.

Tltc,Board of Alm s Commissioners held a 
special meetins; at the City Hall last night. 
There were present Messrs. E. II. Brigham, 
George L. W nchmeyer, W illiam II. Turner. 
Jam es Sweeney, 
Jam es 
L. 
VanDeuseu, 
Charles Van W oert. Henry Tictjen, David 
M ulhollnmi, H enry Koltz, Secretary W illiam 
B. Scott,CounselE. 1). Brnndowand Detective 
W oglom. 
The latter has been employed to 
gather evidence to couvict violators of the 
excise law. 
Chairman Brigham said that being absent 
at the previous meeting he would call on 
Mr. W achmeyer to state the object of the 
extra session! 
Mr. 
W achm eyer—“ This m eeting was 
called on account of some difficulty that 
seems to exist between tlu* attorney and the 
detective in the excise cases. 
Little has been 
done the past month and it is patent that 
som ething is radically wrong. 
I have talked 
w ith Ik)11i parties and eaeli blames the other. 
For this reason they have been invited here 
to give an account of themselves.” 
iletcctive W oglom—“ I will tell the Board 
in as brief a m anner as possible what I have 
to say in this matter. 
When 1 was employed 
inv name was to remain secret except to the 
m embers of the Law and Order Committee. 
I secured a list of men selling without a li­ 
cense, and the first one 1 caught was Henry 
Beiehert. 
Later 
on 
I 
was 
surprised 
when Beiehert told me that Brandow had 
told him that I was the man who had brought 
evidence against the place. 
I went to Bran­ 
dow and saiil: ‘ You had no business to give 
m y name aw ay.’ 
He denied that he had 
done so. 
I heard that counsel had settled the 
Beiehert case, and I went to Brandow and de­ 
m anded my tec. 
He refused to give it to me, 
saying that he had nothing to do with paying 
me; that I would have to look to the Board 
for a settlement. 
Then there has been talk of 
i 
» tilling certain places and letting others alone, 
f 1 cannot pull all, I don't want the job. U n­ 
less you gentlemen feel like bloodhounds on 
the trail in this m atter no good will come of 
it. 
It will not do to take a Dutchman and 
let an Irishmau go. 
There should be no dis­ 
crim ination. 
T hat is what 1 come here for 
to-night. 
I want to know who I shall obtain 
evidence against. 
I have had saloon keepers 
offer me money to keep quiet.” 
Mr. T ictjen—“ Did I understand you to 
say that you have not a list of licensed and 
unlicensed places'.'” 
Detective W oglom —“ No, sir.” 
Mr. V anW ert— “ Did you give the namesof 
persons who sold on Sundays?” 
Detective W oglom—" No, after I under 
stood that certain places where people could 
get someting to eat should be exempt. 
Now 
this is something that I want made c lear.” 
Mr. T urner—“ There is to he no exception 
from the lowest gin mill to the biggest holt 
Tf evidence is obtained let the offending party 
he prosecuted, no matter who he may he.” 
T he other Commissioners concurred. 
The Board resolved that there would he 
“ no let up ” until saloon-keepers concluded 
to oltey the excise laws. 
Mr. W achm eyer—“ There seems to have 
been too much outside talk about this matter. 
Nobody should know who are the member 
of the Committee on Laws. 
.Mr. Koltz and 
myself have had to suffer for it. 
It is all 
wrong. 
It is a damage to our business. 
People ought not to know .” 
Mr. Koltz— “ I have been ir. the Boat 
four years. 
There has been much blame put 
on me and on Mr. W achtneyer’s shoulders 
have been told that I was to blame. 
I have 
received more harsh rem arks in the past 
month than ever before in my life.” 
Mr. Van W ert—“ 1 don’t think it is right 
for the counsel or defective to know who the 
memlcers of the Committee on Laws are. 
Here were are no better off than when we 
first com m enced.” 
Mr. Tictjen— “ Everybody knew who the 
members of the Committee on Laws were long 
ago, and what of it ? 
If there is any blame 
the whole Board m ust take it—no one Com 
m issioner.” 
Mr. Brandow was then accorded the privi­ 
lege of the Moor. 
He said : “ This is, 1 be­ 
lieve, the first opportunity I have had of ap­ 
pearing before you. 
1 am a little surprised 
at the spirit displayed. 
I am afraid all is not

hut other reasons have 
actuated the m inds and hearts of a Commis­ 
sioner or two in bringing these charges.

In pursuance with that ar 
rangem ent, on July 30 I commenced « an ac­ 
tion against John Ahrens and another against 
John H enry Beiehert. 
On A ugust 12 I be­ 
gan ft second action against Ahrens, and on 
A ugust 21 another against Mary Coogan. 
Answers have been received in each of those 
cases. 
The cases are all at issue, and two 
will be placed on the next County Court cat 
endar. 
The cases will be ready for trial. 
W hen I accepted the attorneyship of this 
Board I did it w ith a full determ ination to do 
my duty in prosecuting all violations of the 
excise law when directed by this Board. 
I 
have lived up to my agreement and I shall ex 
pect you to live up to yours. 
The complaint 
that bus been made that no more cases were 
prosecuted does not stiike me w ith any force 
Tire trouble is no more com plaints have been 
presented to me.

PERSONAL PROPERTY VS. REAL ESTATE. 


A P e c ulia r Case D rrid ftl in tlie S urro g ate's 
C ourt of U lster C ounty. 
Members of the legal profession 
have 
shown considerable interest in the case just 
tried in the Ulster County Surrogate’s Court 
here. 
The question involved was w hether 
a certain piece of real estate at Pine Hill, 
owned by Jam es G. Butler, in the eye of the 
law is personal property. 
Paradoxical as it 
may seem the law says that it is personal 
property. 
The facts are these: John Sy- 
m onds, who lived at Pine Hill, died leaving 
a will in which he directed that his farm and 
personal properly be divided among his chil­ 
dren. 
One of the heirs assigned his share of 
the property and through that assignment 
B utler became the ow ner of the real estate. 
A fter the estate had been settled there were 
legacies, debts and expenses to be paid. 
Should they he paid out of the whole proper­ 
ty or m ust the personal property be first ex ­ 
hausted before recourse could be had to the 
real estate ? 
Lawyers were employed on 
both sides and argum ents made. 
The S urro­ 
gate has decided that the decisions of the 
higher courts clearly held that under the pro­ 
vision of the will, the real estate became per­ 
sonal property for all purposes from the time 
of the death of the Testator.

Very much 
must, in the nature of things, depend on the teacher 
with regard to the intellectual and moral tone of the 
school; hut unless he is here, as In all 
things else, 
sustained, stimulated and encouraged by sympathy 
and co-operate >n on the part of the parents, his task 
will he a very hard one. If, on the other hand, he is 
made to feci that every effort he makes for the good 
of his pupils is recognized at its true worth, and is 
supplemented at their homes, his labors will he very 
materially lightened. The teacher can do little 
compared with the parents of pupils in seeurin 
tfieir physical comfort while under his supervision. 
If the schoolroom is small, crowded, ill-ventilated, 
ill lighted, badly seated, imperfectly warmed, the 
teaeaer 
must 
make 
tne 
best 
of 
It is 
not 
in 
his 
province to 
provide 
tains for the windows, comfortable seats for 
the 
children 
ventilating 
flues, 
and 
school 
apparatus. Special attention should he paid to the 
food and clothing of children who are going to 
school. The food should he such as to provide am ­ 
ply l'or the requirements of growth as well as for the 
constant activity of the brain. Fruit should l>e sup­ 
plied until tlie last craving for it is satisfied. 
Most 
school children are hungry for apples, and apples 
they should have in fullest measure. The worse the 
air of the school-room, so we have observed, the 
greater is the appetite for fruit, especially for ap 
pies, both raw and cooked. But the child and ev 
erybody else should l>e instructed to reject the inili 
gestible skin and seeds. The pupil should have at 
least two suits for school wear, so that his clothing 
m ayalw ajsbe well aired and wholesome. In our 
public schools there are, of necessity, so we chari 
tably suppose, a great many children whose par­ 
ents 
cannot 
afford 
to 
keep 
them 
very 
clean, 
for cleanliness is expensive, 
both 
of 
labor 
and 
money, 
and 
the 
clothing 
of 
such children, worn from 
day 
to day, and 
front week to week, becomes a prolific source of 
impurity in the air. The wind and the sun will, if 
they are allowed to do so. remove quite thoroughly 
from woollen clothiug absorbed odors, and restore 
freshness to wotn and soiled clothing. The pupils 
should he encouraged to spend as many hours every 
day in ( |K*u sunshine as possible. Instead of hurry­ 
ing home to study lessons for the next day 
should engage in some out-door exercise, until tlie 
blood is throughly oxygenated and drawn away 
from the brain to the surface and extremities giving 
that organ opportunity for rest. The early morn 
ing hours are best for study, and the pupil who re 
tires early can rise early and put in two or three 
hours of solid study before school. This will leave 
him leisure to play after school, and 
Ik* far less ex 
hausting than late study hours.

Baa the Truth Been Told?—Are Violators 
Of the Excise Law Shielded ?— Should Alms 
Commissioner* be Blam ed or Praised for 
l)oin ( Their Duty?— Statements Made. 


The.Board of Alms Commissioners held a 
special meeting at the City Hall last night. 
There were present Messrs. E. II. Brigham, 
George L. Wuchmeyer, William II. Turner, 
James Sweeney, James L. VanDeusen, 
Charles VanWoert, Henry Tictjen, David 
Mulliollnnd, Henry Koltz, Secretary William 
B. Scott,CounselE. D. Brandowand Detective 
W'oglom. The latter has lieen employed to 
gather evidence to convict violators of the 
excise law. 
Chairman Brigham said that being absent 
at the previous meeting he would call on 
Mr. Waclimeycr to state the object of the 
extra session! 
Mr. 
Wachtneyer—“This meeting was 
called on account of some difficulty that 
seems to exist between the attorney and the 
detective in the excise eases. Little has been 
done the past month and it is patent that 
something is radically wrqng. I have talked 
with both parties and each blames the other. 
For this reason they have been invited here­ 
to give an account of themselves 
lk-teetivc Woglotn—“I will tell the Board 
in as brief a manner as possible what I have 
to say in this matter. When 1 was employed 
my name was to remain secret except to the 
members of the Law and Order Committee 
I secured a list of men selling without a li 
cense, and the first one I caught was Henry 
Beichert. Later on 1 was surprised 
when Beichert told me that Brnndow had 
told him that I was the man who had brought 
evidence against the place. I went to Bran 
dow and said: * You had no business to give 
my name away.’ He denied that he had 
done so. I heard that counsel had settled the 
Beichert case, and I went to Brandow and de­ 
manded my tee. He refused to give it to un­ 
saying that he had nothing to do with payin' 
me; that I would have to look to the Board 
for a settlement. Then there has been talk of 
{ 
nilling certain places and letting others alone 
f 1 cannot pull all, I don’t want the job. L’n 
less you gentlemen feel like bloodhounds on 
the trail in this matter no good will come of 
it. It will not do to take a Dutchman and 
let an Irishman go. There should he no dis 
crimination. That is what 1 come here for 
to-night. T want to know who I shall obtain 
evidence against. I have had saloon-keepers 
offer mo money to keep quiet.” 
Mr. Tictjen—“ Did I understand you 
say that you have not a list of licensed and 
unlicensed places?” 
Detective Woglom—“ No, sir.” 
Mr. Van Wert—“ Did you give the names of 
persons who sold on Sundays?” 
Detective Woglotn—“ No, after I under 
stood that certain places where people could 
get someting to eat should he exempt. Now 
this is something that I want made clear.” 
Mr. Turner—“ There is to he no exception 
from the lowest gin mill to the biggest hotel 
Tf evidence is obtained let the offending party 
be- prosecuted, no matter who lie may be.” 
The other Commissioners concurred. 
The Board resolved that there would 
•• no let up” until saloon-keepers concluded 
to oliey the excise laws. 
Mr. Waclimeycr—“ There seems to lmv 
been too much outside talk about this matte 
Nobody should know who are the mem be 
of the Committee on Laws. Mr. Koltz and 
myself have"had to suffer for it. It is all 
wrong. It is a damage to our business 
People ought not, to know.” 
Mr. Koltz—“ I have been it: the Board 
four years. There has lieen much blame put 
on me and on Mr. Wachmeycr’s shoulders 
have lieen told that 1 was to blame. I have 
received more harsh remarks in the past 
month than ever before in my life.” 
Mr. Van Wert—“ 1 don’t think it is right 
for the counsel or defective to know who the 
memliers of the Committee on Laws art 
Here were are no better off than when w 
first commenced.” 
Mr. Tictjen—“ Everylxxly knew who the 
members of the Committee on Laws were Ion 
ago, and what of it.? If there is any blame 
tlie whole Board must fake it—no one Com 
missioner.” 
Mr. Brandow was then accorded the priv 
lege of the floor. He said: “ This is, I be­ 
lieve, the first opportunity I have had of ap 
pen ring before you. I am a little surprised 
at the spirit displayed. I am afraid all is not 
as has been stated, hut other reasons have 
actuated the minds and hearts of a Commis­ 
sioner or two in bringing these charges. I 
was appointed in July last Attorney for the 
Board. A few days after my appointment I 
met your Committee and arranged with the 
memliers thereof satisfactory terms. I dis­ 
tinctly said to the Committee at the 
time that iqion my being furnished 
with 
sufficient 
evidence 
I 
would 
prosecute all actions that the Committee di­ 
rected me to do. In pursuance with that ar 
rangement, on July 30 I commenced an ac­ 
tion against John Ahrens and another against 
John Henry Beichert. On August 12 I be­ 
gan a second action against Ahrens, and on 
August 21 another against Mary Coogan. 
Answers have been received in each of these 
cases. The cases are all at issue, and two 
will be placed on the next County Court cal­ 
endar. The cases will he ready for trial. 
When I accepted the attorneyship of this 
Board I did it with a full determination todo 
my duty in prosecuting nil violations of the 
excise law when directed by this Board. I 
have lived up to my agreement and I shall ex 
pect you to live up to yours. The complaint 
that has been made that no moro cases were 
prosecuted does not stiike me with any force. 
The trouble is no more complaints have been 
presented to me. I am ready and anxious to 
proceed, only give me the testimony. I do 
not consider it my duty to direct the detec 
. tfve. As you will see by the written agree 
ment I am 'entitled to all taxable costs in 
cases. The $27 laxulile costs received Ly me 
in the Beichert case was to • let opposing 
counsel in,’ as lie had not put in an answer 
within the specified time. I had a perfect 
right to do this.”

PERSO N AL P R O PER T Y VS. R EAL ESTATE. 
Peculiar Case Decided in the Surrogate’s 
Court of Ulster County. 
Memliers of the legal profession have 
shown considerable interest in the case just 
tried in the Ulster County Surrogate’s Court 
here. The question involved was whether 
a certain piece of real estate at Pine Hill, 
owned by James G. Butler, in the eye of the 
law is personal property. Paradoxical as it 
may seem the law says that it is personal 
property. The facts are these: John Sy- 
monds, who lived at Pine Hill, died leaving 
a will in which lie directed that his farm and 
personal property lie divided among his cliil 
dren. One of the heirs assigned his share of 
the property and through that assignment 
Butler became the owner of the real estate. 
After the estate had lieen settled there were 
legacies, debts and expenses to he paid. 
.Should they lie paid out of the whole proper 
tv or must the personal property be first ex 
hausted before recourse could he had to the 
real estate ? Lawyers were employed on 
both sides and arguments made. The Surro­ 
gate has decided that the decisions of the 
higher courts clearly held that under the pro­ 
vision of the will, the real estate became per 
sonal property for all purposes from the time 
of the death of the Testator.

It is not in his province to provide cur­ 
tains for the windows, comfortable seats for 
the children ventilating flues, and school 
apparatus. Special attention should be paid to the 
food and clothing of children who are going to 
school. The food should be such as to provide am 
ply for the requirements of growth as well as for the 
constant activity of the brain. Fruit should lie sup­ 
plied until the last craving for it is satisfied. Most 
school children are hungry for apples, and apples 
they should have in fullest measure. The worse the 
air of the sehool-room, so we have observed, the 
greater is the appetite for fruit, especially for ap 
pies, both raw anil cooked. But the child and ev 
eryhody else should lie instructed to reject the indi 
gestible skin and seeds. The pupil should have at 
least two suits for school wear, so that his clothing 
may nlwaj s lie well aired and wholesome. In our

money, and the clothing 
such children, worn from day to day, and 
from week to week, becomes a prolific source of 
impurity in the air. The wind and the sun will 
they are allowed to do so. remove quite thoroughly 
from woollen clothing absorbed odors, and restore 
freshness to worn and soiled clothing. The pupils 
should be encouraged to spend as many hours every 
day in open sunshine as possible. Instead of hurry 
ing home to study lessons for the next day, lie 
should engage in some out-door exercise- until the 
blood is throughly oxygenated and drawn away 
from the brain to the surface and extremities giving 
that organ opportunity for rest. The early morn 
ing hours are best for study, and the pupil who re 
tires early can rise early and put in two or three 
hours of solid study before school. This will leav 
him leisure to play after school, and lie far less ex 
hausting than late study hours.
